for one day—and 
the whys and w herefores of th is situ­ 
ation is thus explained by the New 
York T ribune: 
‘‘The next president of the United 
States will be R obert Lansing, of New 
York, the present secretary of state. 
"T his is not in the n atu re of a wild 
political prediction, nor is it the in­ 
auguration of a boom for a dem ocratic 
‘dark horse.’ 
It is m erely the sta te ­ 
m ent of a fact which, barring the 
death 
or 
resignation 
of 
Secretary 
Lansing, is as certain as anything can 
be. 
“Mr. I^nB ing’s term of office does 
not depend upon the action of any po­ 
litical convention; it is likew ise ir­ 
respective of any prim ary or direct 
election. 
In point of fact, it dates 
back to 1386, when congress passed 
an act, providing th a t in the event of 
death, rem oval, resignation or inabil­ 
ity of both the P resident and the vice 
president of the U nited States, the 
secretary of state shall act as presi­ 
dent. 
“M arch 4, 1917, will fall upon a Sun­ 
day, and It 1b contrary to all prece­ 
dent, although not in opposition to 
any law, to hold an inauguration on 
Sunday. 
T herefore 
the 
Incoming 
chief executive will take the oath of 
office and com m ence his term sh o rt­ 
ly after noon on M arch 5. 
President 
W ilson’s teruL commenced at noon on 
March 4, 1913; therefore, according to 
the constitution, which defines the 
term of a president as ’four y ears.’ 
his tenure of office will be over at 
noon on M arch 4, and, even if he is 
elected to succeed him self, he cannot 
take the oath of office until noon on 
the 
following day.
